No  new  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
review,  and  no  changes  were  made  in  the  sewerage  and 
drainage  of  the  district.

3 Pail  Closets  and  2 Waste- Water  Closets  were  converted 
to  Fresh-Water  Closets  during  1945.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  12.72  miles  of  roads  in  the  district  are  divided  into 
four  areas,  and  swept  on  the  beat  system.  All  street 
gullies  are  emptied  4 times  per  year  by  a Mechanical  Gully 
Emptier  hired  from  the  Denton  Urban  District  Council. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

There  are  approximately  4000  moveable  covered  Ashbins 
in  the  district  and  the  work  of  collection  is  carried  out  by 
two  7^  cubic  yard  all  metal  Bedford  Refuse  Collectors. 
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DISPOSAL. 


All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  on  low  lying  ground  on  the  boundary  of  the  district.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

4 houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested  and  were  sprayed 
with  Insecticide,  fumigated  with  Sulphur  Dioxide. 
Tenants  are  advised  on  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent 
reinfestation,  and  this  has  produced  good  results. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  4 Elementary  Day  Schools  and  1 Grammar 
School  in  the  district. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  fair,  and 
all  have  a good  supply  of  water.
